FULL of energy and enthusiasm, Nina Anderson, from 
Chard, is a force to be reckoned with as the volunteer 
manager of The Unit, a not-for-profit enterprise that 
provides a facility for the use of local groups. 

A mother of three and teacher of Chard Tae Kwon Do 
Club, she became so passionate about the sport that 
she didn't go back to her job at CME in Combe St 
Nicholas after taking maternity leave, even though 
she loved it there also. 

The Unit came about when Nina collaborated with 
other mums and fitness groups who wanted a space 
with a family feel and large enough to hold their 
classes, at a price that local people could afford. It cel¬ 
ebrates its first birthday on Saturday with a family fun 
day, including a New Year style count down to a cake 
cutting at noon. 

Having left home at 16, Nina sees all her students 
and the people at The Unit as her extended family and 
enjoys watching people grow in confidence. She said 
she has been blown away by the way everyone has ral¬ 
lied around to make it work, including the landlord 
who bent over backwards to help them get 
started and gave them a break on the rent, 
and by financial contributions from 
Councillor Jenny Kenton and the 9 
Yarlington Housing Group plus 
kitchen units from Spillers. 



• HOW did you become in¬ 
volved on Tae Kwon Do? 

I was really overweight, unfit and 
being bullied at school for being 
lousy at cross country. My mum's 
partner at the time was doing this a 
thing in Honiton, which I knew ™ 
nothing about but was doing him 
good so I went along and gave it a try. a 

I loved it and stayed and became an in- ™ 

structor myself.Then, when the chance came 
to set up in Chard, I went for it. That was 13 years 
ago. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about The Unit? 

It has been quite humbling, I've learnt a lot and it has re¬ 
stored my faith in the human race that there are still peo¬ 
ple out there ready to do something for no financial gain. 
It is a big business that takes a lot of work and we've 
smashed it. The buck stops with me but the treasurer, 
Stacey Woodcraft, has worked as hard as I have and every¬ 
one does different jobs but works together for the same 
aim, it's amazing. 

• WHAT are the future plans? 

I just want us to finish the changing rooms and the 
kitchen. Jenny's money helped but it wasn't enough.Then 
we want to mirror one of the walls and buy a bouncy cas¬ 
tle because we lease one at the moment. The floor will 
have to be done at a later date but the one we have is 
cheap and cheerful and parents like it because it's child 
safe. At the moment, any money left from the bills goes 
towards the development and to pay back the interest 
free loans we all took out to start it. 

• ANY regrets? 

There have only been two -1 wanted to give they keys 
back a few moments over the last year, once was right at 
the beginning when my husband, Matthew, had a heart 
attack and I had a one-year-old baby, and the other was 
at Christmas time when it all got a but much but everyone 
was amazing, even my 15-year-old daughter comes and 
helps out with classes and makes teas which is great for 
her CV. Matthew is fine now and he is my rock. We do 



need more volunteers now, it has got so 
much bigger, I could do with a retired 
couple who are still active with time on 
their hands. 

• WHAT is your outlook on life? 

I don't believe in waiting around to 
be given things, you can sleep and 
then your dead, that's my motto. If 
you go out and achieve things 
then you feel good about yourself. 
I do like to see results, like the roll 
of laminate I just bought for the 
kitchen floor, when it's down I can 
say to the mums of the tots group, 
this is where your money went. 

V ® WHO would you like to meet? 

I don't really watch much television but 
sometimes, at about ten o'clock, I will just to 
wind down and I quite like Nick Stokes on CSI. It used to 
be Mel Gibson but I don't think he's aged very well. 

• IS there another direction in life you may have 
taken? 

When I left school, I should have gone into the police but 
I was born to do Tae Kwon Do and I don't see it as a job 
because I love it so much. It's just that sometimes, be¬ 
cause I don't have "a proper job", I feel I haven't achieved 
enough. 

• WHAT would you like on your desert island? 

Red Bull, it's a standing joke among my friends and col¬ 
leagues that I can't do without it. I wouldn't need my 
phone because I wouldn't be working but I'd love a fluffy 
duvet and music, music motivates me. 

• IF you won the Lottery what would you do? 

I have always said I would buy a big mansion and all my 
students could live with me, they are my extended family. 
It might sound silly but if you look back in history with 
Tae Kwon Do, that's what they used to do, live in commu¬ 
nities with their Sensei.

Charlie Coward, healthy lifestyles officer at the dis¬ 
trict council, said: “Boccia is part of our active ageing 
programme. One element of the programme involves 
providing various pieces of adapted sports and physi¬ 
cal activity equipment for use amongst the older pop¬ 
ulation. So far we have offered boccia, ping, which is 
a portable table tennis set, pedometers and routes for 
walking and cycling. 

“We target our Active Ageing programme to loca¬ 
tions with high population levels of older people and 
to sheltered housing schemes and residential homes 


with the aim of keeping older people active and inde¬ 
pendent into their later years.” 

Scheme manager for Yarlington Housing Group, 
Georgine Stormont, explained: “In overseeing four re¬ 
tirement living schemes, part of my job is to arrange 
activities for the tenants. It is all about getting tenants 
active and involved with social interaction. 

“The emphasis is very much on active living and in 
the future we are hoping to hold joint scheme activi¬ 
ties where the tenants can compete against each other 
and maybe even have some friendly scheme rivalry!” 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, the portfolio holder for 
leisure and culture at the district, added:“It is encour¬ 
aging to see that partnership working with Yarlington 
Housing Group is benefiting so many of the tenants 
on the sheltered housing schemes. 

“We recognise the importance of offering residents 
across the district as many opportunities as possible 
to lead a healthier and more active lifestyle.”
